Some are annuals, coming froth siio.as 
and every seed that germinates ends 
that particular plant if. the farmers 
will but stir the : soil when such 
weeds are in their first stage* oC 
growth. 
Even .the], Canada- thistly/ 


considered one of the most persist- 
ent pests known "to farmers, thdugli 
growing from both seeds arid roots, 
can be destroyed If the attempt to 
do so is made with effort and deter- 
mination. 
Known as the Canada 


thistle, the weed Js really a native of 
Europe, being early introduced Jnto 
Canada and spreading 
into every 


portion of the United States. Experi- 
ments .made at the liaho station, 
show that it is not as dffflcriu To 
get rid of them as has be?.n ^ipposefdj, 
although laws-- passed for its destruct- 
ion by several Statos have been of no 
avail. 
It spreads slowly compared 


with some weeds, due principally "to 
lack'of fertility in the .seeds,- most 
of the se^fis being light, only the 
heavy ones germinating, and they 
are not carried far. 'But Its .progress 
by means of long white root stocks 
is "rapid a large field being covered 
in that manner In a few years, ami 
it then assumes a strong hold, on th9 
soil. 
It is a perennial, with' sleud'er 


stems, the leaves bnlng prickly, -the 
heads congregated, on tho top of'tha 
stem, wliila the flowers are rose pur- 
ple.

partment ?l, 000,000 for that purpose. 


The specific purpose of the appro- 


priation requested is for preventing 
"depredations upon

timber, 


protecting public 
lands,

swamp lands', etc." It is explained 
that there is reasonable prospect of 
recovering much of this alleged fraud- 
ulently acquired land if the appropria- 
tion is promptly made.

ious foreign body. 
If M. Se u rat's j 


views are correct, however, the pearl 
wouid rather appear to he a protec- 
tion to Ihe worm, and to bear to it 
somewhat the same relation as Ihe 
oak-gall does tn the gall-fly. When 
the epicurean ray swallows its oys- 
ters the pearls will be dissolved in 
its digestive juices — as 
Cleopatra's 


pearl was dissolved in vinegar — and 
the worm set free to become a. tape- 
worm in iis new host. 
M. Seurat 


notes the curious fact that the fish 
seems to prefer those pearl oysters 
in which the shell has been riddled 
by a species of boring sponge.

does not appear to have been ascer-

Car Horses Heady for Wnr. 


It is said that during a charge in 


the South African War a number of 
London bus horses that had been 
requisitioned for active service came 
to a sudden and exceedingly awk- 
ward stoppage on a bell being rung 
by the knowing enemy. The story is 
recalled 
by 
a 
paragraph 
headed 


"Registration of horses for War Of- 
fice purposes" that appears on the 
London County Council agenda. 


It seems that for some time past 


the Council has had an arrangement 
of this kind with the Whitehall au- 
thorities. The War Office pays 5s. 
a horse a year, and an agreement is 
entered into by which in case of war 
the War Office 
has power to pur- 


chase registered horses at the price 
of £SiS each. 


Last, year 2,000 horses were reg- 


istered, and t.he highways committee 
now recommends that a similar num- 
ber be registered next year. 


The elctriflcation of the London 


tramways system will ultimately rob 
the Council of a. valuable incidental 
source of revenue and the War Of- 
fice of a. useful standby in case of 
emergency.—London Chronicle.
